She's been a very good friend and she'll be sorely 
missed." 

Following her official retirement at the end of the 
month, Cananzey will be moving permanently to Florida. 

"I'll miss everyone. You've been so great," she said. 

In other business, the ZB A held a public hearing for 
Matthew Michaud of 3 Driscoll Lane, who is seeking a special 
permit to allow the pre-existing use of a second dwelling on the 
property. 

"There's an existing structure over the garage and 
someone's been living there since I purchased it," said Michaud. 
He has been renting out the property since he bought the home 
a few years ago but was unaware that there was no permit 
allowing for the space to be used as a dwelling. 

According to Code Enforcement Officer Andrew 
Bobola, the history of the building showed that there had been 
someone living there for quite some time. An anonymous 
complaint led Bobola to discover that there was a tenant in the 
apartment over the garage. Bobola then brought the issue to 
Michaud's attention. 

Several abutters turned out in support of the petition, 
citing no complaints with the living situation. The Zoning Board 
of Appeals then unanimously approved the special permit. 

Then, the ZB A heard from Dan and Daneen Eilersten, 
who are seeking a special permit allowing a family-related 
apartment at a dwelling at 20 Water Street. 

"We're in the process of renovating. When my father 
retired, they sold their home, they go to Florida about three 
months a year," said Mrs. Eilersten. The apartment would be 
used by her parents for nine months out of the year and would 
allow for the family to better care for them. 

ZBA member Norman Lyonnais questioned the parking 
situation, but Bobola vouched that there was adequate off-street 
parking for the proposed situation. 

The Board then voted in favor of the project. 

The ZBA then held a hearing for Robert Townsend 
regarding his application for a special permit to construct an 
addition and stairs to a dwelling at 11 Channel Street. The 
proposed changes would not meet setback requirements. 

"We want to help give them a better means of egress

Johnson presented an award which was presented to 
RMS for being green, or environmentally certified. Additionally, 
the RMS project received a national acclaimed Gilbane Award 
for its excellence in construction. 

Because the project is now in its final stage of 
repayment, the Board of Selectmen voted to officially disband 
the Building Committee. Now, the maintenance of the school is 
turned over to the Rochester School Committee. 

''I hope the School Committee is diligent in maintaining 
the building,'' said Selectman Naida Parker. 

In other news, LaCamera made a recommendation for 
a contractor to complete the renovations to the Town Hall that 
were approved at the Special Town Meeting. The entire exterior 
of the building will be renovated, including windows, roof and 
siding. 

The project had an estimated price tag of $90,000. 
The contractor LaCamera suggested to complete the project 
submitted a bid of $86,000, but that was not the lowest bid. The 
lowest bid was $79,898, but it was rejected because they only 
had experience with repairs and not with building or historical 
properties. 

The Board voted in favor of the $86,000 bid. 

The town recently received a $15,000 grant, which was 
originally suggested by Conservation Agent Laurel Farignon 
in order to update the data mapping in Rochester. The Board 
approved a $13,000 bid to complete the project. 

The Board voted to accept the resignation of Library 
Trustee Elizabeth Owen, who is stepping down for health 
reasons. The Board voted unanimously to appoint Winston 
Sharpies to fill the seat, which will expire in April. 

The Rochester Board of Selectmen will meet again on 
Monday, December 3 at 7:00 pm in Rochester Town Hall.

Selectmen to try and gauge their sentiments towards the project, 
which would construct a solar panel farm on top of the landfill, 
providing solar energy to homes in the area, reducing utility 
bills for the town. The solar panel farm is one of several steps 
the town would have to take in order to achieve green com- 
munity status. So far, there are 103 communities in the state that 
have achieved green status. 

''Massachusetts has a very progressive set of incen- 
tives,'' Francis said. "That being said, Marion has contributed 
nothing to that status. We feel that at some point in time perhaps 
the community would want to become a green community." 

In order for the solar panel farm to be constructed, the 
Marion Energy Committee has proposed creating an 80-acre 
overlay district in order to implement by-right zoning for the 
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project. With by-right zoning, the Committee could bypass the 
Planning Board when making plans for the project, removing 
the Planning Board's ability to make any decisions in the pro- 
cess. 

''It removes the vagueness of the site plan review pro- 
cess," said Francis. 

The Selectmen were generally in favor of the solar 
panel project. 

'T believe we are in favor of doing the solar approach," 
said Selectman Steve Gushing. "It's a little more palatable than 
having a wind turbine." 

That being said, there was still a level of concern 
among the Board. 

"80 acres is where I am concerned and for the restric- 
tion for the future," said Selectman Jody Dickerson. "That area 
has been earmarked for potential projects and I have a serious 
concern with that." 

Furthermore, members of the Planning Board took the 
podium to talk about their concerns with the by-right zoning. 
They suggested the solar panel farm use special permitting 
instead. The special permitting would allow the Planning Board 
to go through their traditional regulations and research to learn 
more about the project. 

"I think the Energy Committee should be commended 
greatly," said Planning Board member Thomas Magauran. "But 
I think the consensus of the Planning Board is that we are not 
prepared for by-right zoning. I think there's a time in the future 
this may be possible, but it's not today. We are not saying no, we 
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are just saying that we do not have enough information/' 

Energy Committee member Norm Hills said that while 
Marion doesn't have all the answers to building a solar panel 
farm on top of a landfill, there are 23 communities who have 
done so without issue. 

Instead of constructing the solar panel farm on the 
landfill, Magauran suggested constructing it on a plot of private 
land on County Road. 

As an alternative to the landfill scenario, Francis said 
the Committee could possibly reduce the area of the 80-acre 
overlay district to a smaller plot of land. 

With all of the recommendations in mind, Dickerson 
said it should be the townspeople who decide the fate of the 
solar panel farm. There will be two articles on the warrant for 
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the Spring Town Meeting in 2013. In the meantime, the Planning 
Board and Energy Management Committee will work together 
to further research the options for this project. 

"We should continue to work together to make the 
right decision/' said Magauran. 

In other news, Town Administrator Paul Dawson 
presented two contract proposals for both the Marion History 
Museum and the Marion Music Hall lighting projects. A bid for 
$34,700 from a company in Canton was approved for the History 
Museum repairs and a $77,700 bid from a company in Wey- 
mouth was approved for the lighting project outside the Music 
Hall. The Music Hall project will be funded by their endowment 
fund. 

Dawson also announced that the town will be awarded 
$1 million to put towards road repairs. The award comes from 
the MassWorks Infrastructure Funding Program, a statewide 
initiative to assist towns to pay for their road repairs. 

'This is a really exciting award,'' said Dawson. 

The Marion Board of Selectmen will meeting again on 
Tuesday, December 4 at 7:00 pm in the Marion Town House. 

Harbormaster a Hot Topic 

Mattapoisett Special Town Meeting

On Monday, November 19, the Town of Mattapoisett 
held a Special Fall Town Meeting at ORR. About 200 residents 
attended the meeting, voting in favor of 11 of the 12 articles on 
the Warrant. 

In Article 2, a Home Rule Petition, the Town of 
Mattapoisett would contribute 50 percent of cost for health 
insurance premiums for public employees, which marks a 25 
percent reduction. 

"This particular article is a watermark in collective 
bargaining for both school and non-school negotiations," said 
Town Administrator Mike Gagne. 
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Previously, the town covered 75 percent of premiums, 
but due to the rise of health insurance costs, the Town felt it 
necessary to reduce their contribution. The resulting agreement 
would also allow the town to better manage funding for future 
public employees. 

Article 2 carried 194-1. 

Article 3 was another Home Rule Petition regarding 
the treatment and role of the town Harbormaster, but before 
proceeding with discussion, the Board of Selectmen felt it 
prudent to offer some clarity regarding the specifics of the 
article. 

'T don't think Fve seen an article on a Town Warrant 
with as much confusion and misinformation surrounding it/' 
said Board of Selectmen member Paul Silva. 

He explained that a home rule petition asks the state 
of Massachusetts to change the law so as to allow the Town of 
Mattapoisett to place the Harbormaster position on the same 
level as other department heads. Many people thought that 
the article indicated that the Harbormaster position would be 
directly filled by the Town under the new law. 

If approved by the Commonwealth, the Board of 
Selectmen would be able to work with the Harbormaster to 
better create improvements for the waterfront and to close the 
gap of communication and accountability between the two. 

The current law prevents the Harbormaster from 
being removed, except in cases of negligence or impropriety, 
the disciplinary action for which is taken upon by the 
Commonwealth. 

The change in the law would also allow for the Town 
of Mattapoisett to work more closely with the Harbormaster 
and would give them authority to discipline the individual 
if needed. It would not allow the Town to directly appoint a 
Harbormaster, but rather let the Town hold that position to the 
same standards as the rest of the town department heads. The 
passage of the article would not authorize the town to hire a fuU- 
or part-time Harbormaster. 

''We're fortunate that we have a Harbormaster who is a 
team player. However, Horace [Field] will not be in that position 
forever," said Silva. 

During the discussion, however, many residents felt 
that the article was unnecessary and redundant because, though 
distant, there is already a mechanism in place to dismiss the 
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Harbormaster if deemed appropriate. Others were concerned 
because the Marine Advisory Board was not consulted during 
the drafting of the petition. As a result, a motion to indefinitely 
postpone the article was made, but was defeated 109-70. 

Selectman CoUyer said he understood where the 
concern and misinformation came from but didn't believe the 
article should be postponed. 

"This isn't about whether it's full-time or part-time. By 
postponing this, what this will do is prevent us from holding this 
position to the same performance standard," Collyer said. "This 
article only allows us to hold [the Harbormaster] accountable for 
his or her job." 

Silva of the Board of Selectmen explained that the 
article should be passed at the Special Town Meeting because the

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entire process can last up to a year. 

As the discussion continued, resident Carlos Desouza 
recommended adding in language that would specify the 
position as part-time employment. That was quickly countered 
by one of Mattapoisett's more seasoned political personalities. 

"If this becomes a [state] statute that this becomes a 
Harbormaster position, this position would by law be part- 
time," said Mattapoisett resident and state representative Bill 
Straus. ''You would be giving up authority locally if you pass 
this amendment." 

But for the position to be specified as full-time, the 
creation of the job must be brought before Town Meeting for 
approval. Creation of the job was not part of the article. 

The motion was defeated by an overwhelming majority 

vote. 

Following another defeated motion that would require 
the Harbormaster to be a Mattapoisett resident. Article 3 was 
carried by a vote of 159-18. 

'T just want to say that if s been a real honor to be 
your Harbormaster," said Field while at the podium. "Fve 
gotten a little long in the tooth but I will help find a suitable 
replacement." 

While the nature of Article 5 was not in question, the 
fact that the Finance Committee's recommendations were not 
part of it was brought up. 

"In the old days, the Town Warrant always had, 
following the article, the recommendations of the Finance 
Committee. We have not had that in recent years. I don't know 
why. Tonight, we're talking about an article where we don't 
even know what the Finance Committee's recommendation is. 
And we're spending almost half a million from Free Cash," said 
resident Brad Hathaway. 

According to Town Administrator Mike Gagne, 
members of the Finance Committee were unable to hold 
a vote on the article due to a lack of quorum at their most 
recent meeting. Town Council Jenkins said that there was no 
impropriety because there is no law requiring the Finance 
Committee to provide an opinion on the article. 

Some residents took issue with the fact that the road 
would be paved without extending water and sewer service, 
but Highway Surveyor Barry Denham admitted a disconnect in 
communication between the Highway and Water Departments 
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when the contracts were being drawn up. Others raised 
concern that the wording of the article itself was confusing, as 
it specifically listed ''Mattapoisett Neck Roads'' with no other 
public ways mentioned. 

"Whatever we can get paved beyond the main portion 
of Neck Road, we intend to pave," Denham said. He added 
that he has about $70,000 leftover from current projects that he 
would like to use to the benefit of the Mattapoisett Neck Road 
project. 

Not everyone was convinced that road paving would 
be the best use of such a large amount of money. 

"Why do we spend more than a third of Free Cash 
rather than transfer money from retained earnings?" asked 
resident Michael King, who felt that the Free Cash could be 
better spent elsewhere. 

Chairman Collyer cited issues with the repaving of 
Route 6 as inspiration for making sure Mattapoisett Neck Road 
is paved correctly. 

"We don't want a repeat of Route 6, where we had 
to redo a lot of the work because the state wasn't happy. This 
article is a necessary evil. This road is going to be paved. It's 
going to happen before the Annual Town Meeting," said Collyer. 
"[In a few years] we're up against $500-$700,000 to rebuild a 
road we'd have to fix no matter what. We have the financial 
ability right now to make this a reality. I struggled with this even 
before it went on the Warrant. It's just the right thing to do." 

Pat Donahue of the Finance Committee said the extra 
money comes from higher-than-expected state aid, as well as

revenue collected from permits associated to local construction. 

'The consequences of not doing it will end up eating 
up our budgets and Free Cash later/' said Donahue. 

Article 5 was ultimately carried 173-2. 

There was more contention than expected during the 
discussion of Article 8, regarding access to walking paths at 
Tinkham Forest. The article would allow the Town to give up 
its rights to public land used as access to the forest in exchange 
for the use of private land access, owned by the Bay Club and 
Village 6 County Road. 

Many residents were concerned that there wouldn't 
be adequate parking at the opening of the new walking paths, 
while others felt that part of the article violated the original 
contract between the Town and businesses. When no legal 
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conflict was found between the suggested wording and the 
Warrant text, the article was carried by a vote of 100-3. 

During the discussion on Article 10, dealing with the 
purchase of land on Chapel Road, Brad Hathaway spoke on 
behalf of the Community Preservation Program. He emphasized 
the need for more open space in Mattapoisett, adding that it has 
not been a high priority in the past. 

''I think it of more as open space for the rural character 
of Mattapoisett,'' said Brad Hathaway during his statement on 
the article. He cited previous preservation projects that included 
affordable housing development and historical preservation, but 
none for open space. 

''It's time the Town said to the Land Trust: thank you. 
And one way they can do that is by voting to accept the payment 
of the west parcel of these woods which have been up for sale 
now since the spring." 

He added that he would like to see a time limit 
imposed on the negotiations in an effort to ensure the acquisition 
of the property by the Town for fear that it could be purchased 
by an outside party. 

"Then the open space would be lost forever," said 
Hathaway. He then made a motion to attach a 30-day limit to 
negotiations, which he later retracted before a vote was held. 
Instead, he made a motion to reduce the estimated purchase 
limit of $125,000 to $110,000. That motion was passed. 

Finance Committee Chairman Gary Johnson said that 
the Town has not made an offer to buy the property, but didn't 
view the acquisition favorably because it did not meet the 
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criteria for being a high-priority project. 

''We thought it'd be fair to have this article be 
considered along with other community preservation needs and 
that it was a bit unfair to be taken ahead of the others/' Johnson 
said. "The Board has never voted on this article, we have no 
position on this article." 

Finance Committee member Pat Donahue later said 
that their Committee only had about $45,000 in reserve for open 
space purposes. 

Donahue said that replacing the float at Barstow Wharf 
and repairing the Hammondtown tennis courts were both pricey 
and higher priority projects than purchasing open land. 

"There are a lot of priorities and not a whole lot of 
money so we need people to think carefully if this land purchase 
outweighs the benefits to the public at large compared to these 
other projects," Donahue said. 

The acquisition of open land did not take with some 
residents who thought the money should be used elsewhere, 
like for recreation purposes or repairing the wharfs on the 
waterfront. 

"What we have is the use of public funds for private 
benefit," said Connie Coleman. "This piece of land on Chapel 
Road doesn't come anywhere near what I would consider to 
be open space. This is a house lot. The reason this piece of land 
is on the market is because of the sewer construction. Even the 
realtor has said in her advertising that this is a piece of land that 
would support one house. What we have this evening in my 
view is a neighborhood that doesn't want a new house in the 
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neighborhood. This is 3.1 acres. It will still largely be a tree lot 
with one house on it. I do not believe we should be spending 
very scarce taxpayer dollars to protect a neighborhood that 
doesn't want a new home in it.'' 

One resident who did not identify herself by name, 
but claimed to be an abutter to the open lot in question, wanted 
to keep the land open for the sake of the passage of wildlife 
through the wooded areas nearby. 

"When I started getting signatures from my neighbors 
in the area, they all wanted to save this piece of land, but they 
didn't think anybody else in town would care," she said. "What 
I found, with the people that live in other neighborhoods, a 
lot of people thought this land was already protected and they 
couldn't believe it was for sale." 
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But there was little hope for any progress to be made 
on Article 10 during this Town Meeting. A motion to indefinitely 
postpone the article was carried by a vote of 59-41. The issue 
could be brought before Town Meeting again in the spring. 

In other business: 

• Article 1: Amendment to Water and Sewer Budgets: 
To allow the Town to amend the vote taken under Article 2 of 
the May 14 Annual Town Meeting. Carried 191-2. 

• Article 4: To increase maximum dog license late fee 
from $30.00 to $50.00. Carried 176-1. 

• Article 6: Storm water drainage easement: To allow 
the Town the acquire property at Marston Court in connection 
with a town drainage pipe placed previously on a privately- 
owned parcel. Carried 140-0. 
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• Article 7: Facilities, town equipment, town asset 
care, upkeep and improvements: Would allow the Town to 
appropriate $100,000 for repairs, improvements and upgrades to 
public facilities. Carried 138-2. 

• Article 9: To allow the Town to renovate restrooms 
at the Town Beach, Shipyard Park and Ned's Point in order to 
make them handicap accessible. Carried 90-0. 

• Article 11: To allow the Board of Selectmen to acquire 
land on Acushnet Road for water protection purposes. Carried 
60-0. 

• Article 12: Expenses associated with tax title sales. 
Carried 60-0. 

Grandview Ave. Project Issued Certificate 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The Mattapoisett Conservation Commission issued 
a Certificate of Compliance for work done at 25 Grandview 
Avenue, an address that has proven to be a center of contention 
within that neighborhood for most of the year. 

While plans to build a home on the property have been 
held up at various town meetings due to issues between the 
applicants and abutters, the work that has been done at the site 
was in response to an old COC request. 

Attorney Robert Moore was present at the meeting on 
behalf of many of the abutters in the neighborhood and said that 
he believed issuing a COC was premature because the work had 
not yet been completed. 
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He cited several items listed on the Order of 
Conditions, such as the installation of a drainage pipe that was 
never done. 

"The four-inch pipe that Mr. Moore is talking about is 
a four-inch pipe placed on the plan as a request of [abutter] Mr. 
Henderson/' said engineer Dave Davignon, who represented 
Stephen and Leigh Oler, the applicants. The plans he referenced 
were drafted in 2007. 

Davignon said that Henderson had reservations about 
the drainage in the area and wished to see the pipe included 
in the plan. Davignon said the pipe was installed but later 
removed. 

But Moore, again, quoted the Order of Conditions 

directly. 
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"The Order says 'add four-inch drain/ said Moore. 

Chairman Peter Newton voiced his frustration at the 
prolonged stop-and-go process for the project and suggested 
that the feuding neighbors were abusing the function of the 
Commission. 

'T feel like we're being used for the resolution of a 
neighborly dispute. WeVe spent almost a year arguing over 
the subtleties and whether or not the owner said this or that/' 
he said. "What we have here is a plan, certified by licensed 
professionals, that states that they believe the site is sufficiently 
in compliance." 

"We've heard everything many times and I'm done," he 

said. 

Also during the meeting, a public hearing was 
held for Indian Cove and Trust and Indian Cove Boatyard. 
The companies have filed a Request for Determination of 
Applicability for their proposal to construct a driveway at 126 
Aucoot Road that would serve as frontage for a subdivision as 
required by the Town of Marion zoning bylaws. 

"What we're proposing to do with the Aucoot Boatyard 
property is to subdivide it into three lots for the purpose 
of creating single-family homes, which are not part of this 
application," said Davignon, who represented the Indian Cove 
group at the meeting. 

"We're proposing the extension of Aucoot Road 
from Mattapoisett into Marion for that frontage," he said. The 
proposed road would service only one house. 

"All of the work is actually in the town of Marion, 
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except for a 14-foot stretch of road/' Davignon said. 

The Commission then granted the negative 
determination the group was seeking. 

The Conservation Commission then had a public 
hearing for Steve Carvalho of 3 Winnatuxett Road, who has 
filed an RDA for the construction of an attached garage for the 
existing home. 

''Basically, the owner is looking to put an addition 
on the south side of their building. There's minimal grading 
and we're approximately 80 feet from the wetland with any 
of our work," said Carvalho, who represented himself via his 
employer, Thompson Farland Engineers. 

The Commission saw no conflicts with the project and 
issued a negative determination for the plan. 



Next, the Commission held a hearing for an RDA filed 
by Brian and Betsy Andrade of 70 Aucoot Road. Their property 
sustained damage due to Hurricane Sandy and they are 
proposing to repair the residential pier facility on the property. 
The project would be extensive, requiring the replacement of the 
frame around the platform. The application listed the use of a 
crane and barge to help complete the project. 

"They have a pier, it's licensed, it got damaged by 
Hurricane Sandy. It tore a two-foot section off the end of the pier. 
It also lifted up the end of the pier about three or four inches, 
so it's off-level," said Dave Davignon, who represented the 
Andrades. 

Commission Chairman Peter Newton did not feel that 
it was completely necessary for them to file an RDA because 
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the project falls under a government-sponsored storm damage 
amnesty program. 

''DEP storm guidance procedure, what they're asking for 
is a letter with bullets saying what the applicant is seeking to do/' 
said Code Enforcement Officer Andrew Bobola. 

The Commission voted in favor of the project anyway, 
but the applicants will be in touch with DEP regarding the repairs. 

The Commission then heard from William Marcropoulos 
of 12 Howard Beach Road, who was seeking an ''after the fact" 
approval on a Notice of Intent regarding a self-repaired rock 
wall on his property that serves as wind protection for part of a 
garden. 

Since the wall was built without proper permits and 
without a licensed engineer, the Commission felt that the wall was 
problematic. 

"The question is whether or not this can be considered 
an engineered structure and I think it definitely is," said Newton. 

"I think our hands are tied on this one," said 
Commission member Bob Rogers, who suggested the wall be 
removed completely. 

Marcropoulos explained that he did not know he needed 
to file for approval beforehand and would not have done so had 
he known. 

Newton said that there can be no guarantee the wall 
would survive another storm like Sandy and could cause further 
property damage if it was violently dismantled by weather. 

"We're pretty sure that it's unanimous that it's not 
permitable," said Newton. 

The hearing was continued because the project did not 
yet have a DEP file number. 

Next, the Commission held a continued hearing for 
a Notice of Intent filed by Paul and Jayne St. Pierre of 25 Main 
Street. They proposed to install stone steps in association with 
minor grading changes to create safer access to a nearby walking 
and bike path. 

"There was a question about landscaping and what to 
place here. There was concern by the neighbors that plantings be 
limited in height to the shrubbery that exists in the area," said 
Steve Gioiosa on behalf of the St. Pierre family. 

At the October 22 meeting, the Commission expressed 
concern over liability and responsibility for maintenance of the 
area, since the project would technically take place on public land, 
not private property. Gioiosa said that the applicants, with their 
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legal counsel, drafted a letter stating that they would assume full 
responsibility for maintaining the area. 

The Commission voted to approve the plan, with the 
conditions that the resource areas have not been identified and 
that the letter provided by the applicants be included in the 
record. 

In other business, the Conservation Commission 
approved the repair of a septic system at 6 Fairhaven Road that 
serves a two-family home. They also approved the enclosure 
of an area of property at 58 Pico Beach Road for the purpose of 
creating a garage. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission will be on Monday, November 26 at 6:30 pm at the 
Town Hall. 

Kittansett Minor Site Plan Review Approved 

Marion Planning Board-

The Marion Planning Board held an open-and-closed 
public hearing for The Kittansett Club at their regular meeting 
on Monday, November 19. During the public hearing, for which 
there was no audience, the Board unanimously voted to approve 
the minor site plan review. 

'Tat [McArdle] and I met last week with Ken Motta, the 
town engineer,'' Chairman Jay Ryder said. "As a result of this, 
we have drafted an approval." 

In other business, the Board voted to approve their 2013 
meeting schedule. The Board refrained from making a motion 
to approve the 2014 budget as the Board members are unsure 
whether they should include an increase. 

'T know that there's been some talk of hiring a planner," 
Ryder said. "I don't know if this is the time to increase the 
budget or to stick with what we've got and look for funds 
elsewhere." 

Ryder explained that he does not know whether the 
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Board would have to pay for the services of a town planner, or 
if the funds would come from some other source. He promised 
to research the matter for the next meeting, which is the last 
meeting when the Board may approve the 2014 budget. 

The next regular meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
will be held on Monday, December 3 at 7:00 pm at the Marion 
Town House. 

Front Street Garage to be Demolished 

Marion Conservation Commission

A garage for the residence of 183 Front Street in Marion 
will be demolished so a new one can be constructed. A Notice of 
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Intent for the project was presented during the regular meeting 
of the Conservation Commission on Wednesday, November 14 
in the Marion Town House. 

Anne Hatton, the owner of the property, filed the NOI 
and was represented by Architect Bill Saltonstall. The existing 
garage would be demolished and replaced with a 24 foot by 30 
foot two-bay structure with studio space above the garage and a 
deck. The new garage would be framed with steel. 

'Tt will be a very beefy foundation,'' said Saltonstall. 

The public hearing saw no opposition from the 
audience or the Commission. 

The Commission also heard plans for a house to be 
constructed on Holly Pond Road. Initial plans for the single- 
family residence were presented in October, but since then, the 
plans have been changed. 

The footprint of the house has been reduced by 450 
square feet. Also, there will be significantly less fill needed 
to build the house. The Commission will write a letter 
acknowledging the changes to keep in the project's folder. 

A public hearing for improvements to Washburn Park 
was continued until the Commission's next meeting. The project 
proposes improvements to hiking trails as well as the addition of 
picnic tables and benches to the park. 

Also continued until the next meeting was a public 
hearing for a Notice of Intent for a property located at 5 Main 
Street. The project proposes constructing a garage, relocating 
and expanding a retaining wall and installing a trench drain. 

The Marion Conservation Commission will meet again 
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on Wednesday, November 28 at 7:00 pm in the Marion Town 
House. 

Underground Gas Line Discussed in Rochester 

Rochester Conservation Commission

A proposed natural gas service pipeline of 4,300 linear 
feet with six-inch piping intended to service the Quittacas Water 
Treatment Plant of New Bedford was discussed at the Rochester 
Conservation Commission's meeting on Tuesday evening. 

The City of New Bedford is proposing the gas 
service pipeline to supply the plant, located at 1 Negus Way 
in Rochester, in an effort to achieve greater fuel efficiency and 
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eliminate the need for underground fuel tanks. The new gas 
pipeline will be connected to the existing gas main on the north 
side of North Street just west and opposite from the Verizon 
phone facility at 118 North Avenue. 

The planned route for the pipeline will be almost 
entirely on property owned by the City of New Bedford, but 
located in Rochester. A spring start date was proposed for the 
project, which will require excavating a three-foot deep trench 
and installing a six-inch PVC pipe along an existing fire lane that 
has grown over with brush and trees. 

''We will use prejudice to save trees," said City of New 
Bedford engineer David Fredette. 

The Board continued the hearing until January 15 and 
requested that Fredette provide site sketches of erosion control 
barriers and a rough dewatering plan. The Board did approve 
the clearing of trees along the proposed pathway. 

Next up was a Request for Determination of 
Applicability filed by the Rochester Land Trust for property 
located on Quaker Lane. The Trust proposed selective cutting 
of vegetation to create a four-foot wide walking path. Portions 
of the path are within the 100-foot buffer zone to a wetland 
resource area. Representatives David Smith and Noreen Hartley 
spoke and said that the intention was to improve an already 
existing path on the 3.5 parcel. One wet area will require an 
elevated walkway two feet off the ground. 

The Board agreed to the proposal with a start date of 
next week. 

A Notice of Intent filed by Harry Riggle for property 
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located at 0 and 107 Cranberry Highway was also discussed. 
Riggle and his representative, William Madden of G.A.R 
Engineering, addressed the Board. 

The NOI was filed in response to an Enforcement Order 
issued on September 4, 2012 for illegal alteration of the 25-foot 
No Activity Zone, 100-foot Buffer Zone and 200-foot Riverfront 
Area. Riggle told the Board that much of the concrete had been 
removed and replaced with topsoil. 

''Our plan is restoration of previously disturbed areas,'' 
said Madden. Several of the Board members had walked the 
property and discussed the ongoing remediation of issues 
found. 

Laurell Farinon, Conservation Commission Agent, 
recommended that a silt fence be installed by December 1 and 
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that the remaining concrete be removed by June 15. By January 
1, all vaults in the riverfront area must be removed and an 
orange web fence must be placed around the 20-foot riverfront 
area. The Board agreed with Ms. Farinon's recommendations. 

Lastly, the Board approved an RDA for the town for 
property located on Mary's Pond Road. Approved was selective 
cutting of vegetation and placement of gravel to construct a 
small parking area near the boat launch. The new parking area 
will allow four to six automobiles to park at the launch instead 
of pulling off to the side of the road. A U-shaped driveway will 
allow residents to back up a small boat trailer without backing 
onto the road. The cost of the project was funded by a grant 
initiated by the Conservation Commission and approved by the 
Makepeace Foundation. 

ORR MCAS Scores Discussed and Dissected 

ORR School Committee 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

A lively discussion of the recent MCAS scores 
happened at the ORR School Committee meeting Wednesday 
evening. The ORRJHS reported a total of 224 students took the 
tests. The ORRHS had approximately 161 students who took the 
tests. 

The tests included English Language Arts, 
Mathematics, and Science and Technical Engineering. Biology 
is included in the ORRHS test. At the ORRJHS, science is not 
tested in grade seven. 
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Overall, the trend is up in reading, writing and 
mathematics, especially with new curriculum tools in place to 
help students succeed. Science lags a bit behind at the Junior 
High, but high scores happened at the Senior High. School 
officials have plans in place and are planning for future success 
on the MCAS. 

Board members discussed the fact that the numbers are 
in transition due to newly purchased curriculum tools, which, 
for example, were there for students in eighth grade, but not 
when those students were in seventh grade. 

At the ORRJHS, in grade seven, English Language Arts, 
37 students scored in the advanced category, 156 were Proficient, 
28 in Needs Improvement and 3 in Warning /Failing. 

In Mathematics, 51 scored in the Advanced category, 
90 were Proficient, 70 Needs Improvement and 13 were in the 
Warning /Failing area. 

In grade eight, in English Language Arts, 37 students 
scored in the Advanced category, 159 were Proficient, 23 Needs 
Improvement and 8 in Warning /Failing. 

At ORRSHS, scores in English Language Arts showed 
that out of 161 students who took the test, 71 were Advanced, 84 
were Proficient, 5 Needed Improvement and only 1 was in the 
Warning /Failure category. 

In Mathematics, 100 students scored as Advanced, 
47 were Proficient, 9 Needed Improvement and 5 were in the 
Warning / Failing area. 

In Science, 40 were advanced, 47 were Proficient, 9 
Needed Improvement and 5 were in the Warning /Failure area. 

The Committee discussed the transition between 
grades and the newly implemented changes in curriculum and 
software training for teachers in newly-adapted online tools. 

In other business. Superintendent Doug White, 
along with the Committee, gave Kristin Nascimento the 
Superintendent's Certificate of Academic Excellence for her 
academic and community service achievements. Nascimento 
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is ranked second in her class, plays the piano and violin and 
volunteers at Tobey Hospital. In addition, she has twice grown 
her hair long, cut it and given it to Locks of Love, a nonprofit 
group that assists financially disadvantaged children with hair 
loss from any diagnosis. 

The Committee accepted a $250 donation from the 
Mattapoisett Community Tennis Association in appreciation for 
the use of the ORRHS tennis courts. 

Committee member Tom Shire proposed the purchase 
of 250 booklets at $1 each to give to 10th graders studying the 
Constitution, Declaration of Independence and the Gettysburg 
Address. The Committee embraced the idea, with a discussion 
of purchasing 1,000 copies, which would last for five years of 
10th graders receiving the booklet. A teacher would present the 
booklet when the topic is covered in history class. A fundraiser 
would cover the cost to purchase the booklets. 

Superintendent White thanked Shire for finding a home 
for 250 geometry books. 

In other business. Facilities Director Gene Jones 
requested a vote on the snow removal contract for the upcoming 
winter. After reviewing various bids, Jones recommended going

with New Beginnings, the company the school used last winter. 

Jones told the Committee that there was a $10,000 
budget for snow removal and that several bids were based on 
the number of inches of snow, with no cap on a blizzard type 
storm. The Committee voted to approve the contractor Mr. Jones 
recommended. 

ORRHS Principal Michael Devoll noted that several 
National Honor Society students volunteered at the voting polls 
in Marion on Election Day. 

Another area that sparked much discussion is the 
ongoing teacher contract negotiations, which are affecting 
sports, clubs and after-school tutoring sessions. 

'There are no teachers on the School Council,'' said 
ORRHS Principal Devoll.

considered to be the least desirable of all disposal methods.

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Early History of 

Hammond Family 

The land of Mattapoisett, 
being part of the original 
Plymouth County, has a deep 
and rich history rooted further 
back than the first Thanksgiving. 
Some explorers' records of the 
area date back to the early 1600s, 
with many European settlements 
speckling the landscape 
throughout that century 

One of those settlements

belonged to the Hammond family, a lineage that runs 
complete with the history of the town. 

"The Hammonds are one of the oldest families of 
the original Plymouth Colony," said Seth Mendell of the 
Mattapoisett Historical Society. "When they came down, 
they settled down along the Mattapoisett Neck area of 
town." 

But the history of the Hammonds does not 
begin in Mattapoisett. According to genealogical records 
compiled in Burke's Landed Gentry, Vol. I, "The family of 
Hammond is of considerable antiquity in England, and it 
probably may have derived its origin from a branch of the 
Norman House of St. Amand." The first known instance 
of the family could date back to the days of William 
the Conqueror in 1066, when the name may have been 
"Hamon" or "Hamond." 

It wasn't until almost 700 years later that the 
Hammonds would establish themselves as one of the first 
families of Mattapoisett. 

The first definite historical reference to 
Mattapoisett dates back to 1640-1641. Governor Bradford 
had surrendered the majority of the land of Plymouth 
Colony to free men who were looking to establish 
European settlements in the area. Mattapoisett was 
divided into 16 parcels of land, three of which were 
immediately purchased and settled by the Dexters, the 
Barlows and the Hammonds. 

"I think the Hammonds were actually the first to 
purchase their land near the river," said Mendell. 

Branches of the Hammond family had been 
established in the New World dating as far back as 1607 
in areas near Virginia and Maryland. In 1632, William 
Hammond arrived in Boston and settled in Watertown. 
Two years later, the rest of his family immigrated to 
America. 

That same year, another part of the family 
settled in Massachusetts, consisting of Elizabeth Penn 
Hammond, widow to William of London (who never 
set foot in the New World), and her children Benjamin, 



Elizabeth, Martha and Rachel. While nothing is known 
about her three daughters, Benjamin would eventually 
beget the specific branch of the family that ultimately 
settled Mattapoisett. 

Benjamin Hammond chose to settle in Sandwich, 
where he met and married his wife, Mary Vincent, in 
1650. They would go on to have several children, among 
them: Samuel, John, and Benjamin, Jr. 

In 1680, Benjamin's sons Samuel and John 
relocated from Sandwich to Rochester, which 
encompassed the present-day town of the same name, as 
well as sections of Mattapoisett and Marion. 

It was at that time the Hammond family 
purchased their parcel of land in what was known to the 
Native Americans as "Mattapoisett," a word that was said 
to mean "a place of resting." 

The Hammonds did anything but rest once 
they established their homestead. Samuel would go on 
to become a founder of the First Church of Rochester, 
located in what is now Marion. 

In the process, he settled four of his own sons 
in the area: Seth, Josiah, Barnabas and Jedediah. The 
land was once owned by Hugh Cole of Swansey, who 
purchased it directly from "King Philip," or "Metacomet," 
as he was known to his Native American brethren. 

Samuel's brother, John, eventually became a 
public official, acting as representative to the Province 
Court. 

"The Hammonds really got the ball rolling in 
town as far as getting things established," said Mendell. 

Benjamin Hammond, Jr. was appointed official 
special surveyor for the town of Dartmouth in 1723 and 
was responsible for over half of the 500 drawings of the 
lands of Rochester, compiled into a single volume that is 
still available at the Plymouth County Courthouse. It is 
this Hammond and his family who are the namesakes of 
Hammondtown area of Mattapoisett. 

In the 20th century, though, the Hammonds 
have played quieter roles in their communities and have 
spread to all corners of the country. 

"My grandfather came over [from England] 
around the early 1900s," said Bill Hammond of Lakeville. 
"He was a glassblower out in Sandwich most of his life." 

"We have relatives in Boston, out in Ohio, and 
California, I think," said Cape resident Carol Hammond. 
"We even have a chef in the family who lives on 
Nantucket." 

In the grand scheme, members of the Hammond 
clan dot historical records of all sorts. From sea captains 
to farmers, town clerks to Revolutionary War figures, 
the Hammonds have played vital roles in the formation 
of Mattapoisett as a settlement and were pivotal in the 
creation of its history. 
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Director Kim Miot. 

"On behalf of the Board of Directors of ORCTV, I am 
very excited to announce that Donald Cuddy will be our new 
Executive Director as of November 19/' said ORCTV President 
Drew Jeffrey in a press release.

Cuddy is no stranger to the ORCTV studio. Since 2006, 
his Neighbor to Neighbor show, an oral history series featuring 
interviews with local residents, has been a staple of ORCTV 
programming. 

More recently, he produced another series — "Out of 
the Hatch" — focused on the history of the New Bedford fishing 
industry. 

"I am thrilled to have this opportunity to work in a 
field that has long interested me and I am ready for this new 
challenge," Cuddy said. "My desire is to help ORCTV reach its 
full potential and become an integral part of everyday life in this 
community."

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Breaking Yawn

The Twilight Saga: Breaking Dawn Part 2. Starring Kristen 
Stewart and Robert Pattinson. Directed by Bill Condon. 
Running time: 116 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

During the long goodbye at the end of Breaking Dawn 
Part 2, the last film in the Twilight franchise, we see images of, 
apparently, everyone who has ever been in a Twilight film, even 
if they weren't in this one. It was nice to see good ol' Graham 
Greene again; I'm sure he would 've rather had the money, or 
at least a walk-on, even in a flashback (his character died in the 
second movie). This end-credits tribute makes it seem as though 
everyone in the world — well, except for those nasty Volturi — 
joins us in wishing an eternal happily-ever-after for the pretty 
vampire couple Bella Swan (Kristen Stewart) and Edward Cul- 
len (Robert Pattinson). I suppose this is one of the few romantic 
films that actually can offer a literal happily-ever-after — for 
many centuries, long after the rest of us are dead. 

But will The Twilight Saga live forever? Teenage girls 
are notoriously fickle, and if you were, say, fourteen when the 
first of Stephenie Meyer's Twilight books came out, you're well 
into college age now. Still, this series probably represents the 
closest thing to long-form romance the movies have seen since 
the Thin Man films closed their doors, and that's worth noting 
in an era when mostly sexless boys '-toys stories get all the fran- 
chise attention. Despite the trappings of lite horror — vampires, 
werewolves — Twilight has always been about how Bella and 
Edward would hurdle the many obstacles to their True Love. 
It's been a sappy and largely uneventful ride, and I welcome 
The Hunger Games taking its place in girls' hearts, but let's not 
pretend there haven't been far worse film series. 

The big drama here follows up on Breaking Dawn 
Part 1, in which the still-human Bella gave birth to Edward's 
daughter, almost died, and was saved by getting vampirized. 
The daughter, Reneesmee (a name widely mocked in and out 
of the fanbase), grows rapidly and communicates by touching 
people's faces. Bella and Edward have been given their own 
charming little house out in the forest, and Jacob the soulful 
werewolf (Taylor Lautner) has "imprinted" on Reneesmee, 
which basically means he'll hang around her with puppy-dog 
eyes platonically for the rest of his life, perhaps hoping for the 




I occasional biscuit or bouncy 
ball outside. All seems spar- 
kly until the dread Volturi, 
the elite vampire coven that 
controls all bloodsuckers, 
hears about Reneesmee and 
thinks she's a human child 
who's been vampirized. 
This leads to a big fake 
climax, which is nonethe- 
less the highlight of the series, in which we get to see the Cullen 
clan, plus the werewolves and whatever other vampires they 
can summon, face off against the Volturi in an epic battle in 
the snow. Filmmakers, take note: you can get away with pretty 
much any level of carnage in a PG-13 movie as long as you 
don't show any blood. Many heads and limbs are liberated from 
their bodies. Reportedly, this battle did not appear in the book, 
and appears here only because psychic vampire Alice (Ashley 
Greene) wants to show Volturi leader Aro (Michael Sheen) what 
exactly would happen if the opposing sides did throw down. 
Well, that and because director Bill Condon and screenwriter 
Melissa Rosenberg didn't want to end a five-film series with a 
polite chat between good and evil. 

As always, I have to say the proceedings were painless, 
if uninvolving. Stewart and Pattinson, perhaps because they 
were aware their Twilight ordeal was almost over, show more 
spark here than before; Stewart actually becomes interesting to 
watch when Bella is a new vampire learning the ropes, and she 
manages an impressive I-will-kill-you scowl directed at anyone 
who threatens Reneesmee. This series has always cribbed from 
classical archetypes without quite feeling archetypal itself; it's 
Epic Romance Lite, and everything else about it has been lite, 
too. Aside from the occasional "hmm" moment arising from our 
knowledge of its author's Mormonism, The Twilight Saga hasn't 
offered very much to chew on or digest, no subtext or connec- 
tion to where we're at today — these films and books could 've 
been written in the '70s. I presume it has been an introduction 
to star-crossed romance for a generation of girls too young to 
remember Titanic (much less Romeo and Juliet, even the Di- 
Caprio version), but for the rest of us it's been a mildly divert- 
ing sidebar, not central to any discussion outside the tabloids 
and the fanbase. That the movies haven't been as embarrass- 
ingly terrible as they could' ve been is a small bonus, I guess, 
though embarrassingly terrible movies might have performed 
the dual public service of bringing Howard the Duck-lQYel 
shame to the books' fanbase and laughter to the rest of us.
